CHICAGO, Juno 22.—There eeema no 


longer to be auy possibility of avoiding 


•A trial o! strength between tho great 
1'ullmnn company and the American 
Kail way Union. The committee appoint- 
ed during the morning session of the 
union to wait upon the ofiiuialB of the 
Pullman Palace Car Company made a 
report immediately upon the opening of 
tbifl afternoon's session. Tho chairman 
of the committee reparted they had 
been received by Vice 1'resident Wicka 
of the Pullman company. They stated 
to Mr. "Wicks they were a committee of 
the American Hallway Union, appoint- 
ed to once more ask the Pullman com- 
pany to arbitrate the differences be- 
tween the company and the men on 
strike. Vice President Wicks replied 
that he had already stated the position 
of the company on tho ciucalion, and 
the situation remained unchanged. He 
atatcd further that the Pullman com- 
pany would not receive for consultation 
any committee representing the Ameri- 
can Railway Union. 
The committee thereupon 
notified 


him that unless the decision ie reversed 
that before 12 o'clock noon Wednesday 
the American Railway Union will de- 
clare a general boycott on all dining and 
Bleeping earn of the Pullman company 
in this country. . No reply waa riven to 
thia and the company left without 
parley. When this was made known to 
' the convention in executive session a 
.boycott'was declared on all Pullman 
cars beginning Wednesday next at noon 
unless aome word ia received from the 
Pullman company before that time. 
This motion was cheered to the echo, 
and when it bud been aboptcd delegates 
arose from their chairH nnd cheered 
luatily.

All the agreements already 
signed are nullified by tho new compact, 
and so they should be, as they are one- 
sided, gotten up not by tho grower or 
mutually by grower and packer, hut by 
the packer himself. We have cure- 
fully examined two of those blanks, 
one of which was pretty fair. In it tho 
prowor had many rights accorded him. 
This blank wo were told was mutually 
agreed upon by the packers generally 
before the compact was made. Tho 
other article of agreement, extensively 
circulated by one packing house or asso- 
ciation, almost literally ignores every 
consideration to the grower. It gives 
the grower "statements" without any 
money. It even demgnatea the dates 
when the first three statements are to 
be made; but the fourth statement, 
which would ho the largest, embracing 
half the crop possibly, agrees at no date 
to give either a statement or money- 
hut a full statement linally to bo made 
within thirty days after full returns are 
received from each accounting. This 
may mean nine months or nine years 
after tho raisins are sold. 


It was asserted at the last meeting of 


fruit growers that the packers, about 
ten in number, who joined together in 
offering to the growers this generous 
terms so promptly accepted hy tho 
growers, represented about 70 pet- cent 
of the pack. If thia be the case what 
more need the packers require'/ If oven 
half the pack is embraced in this almost
